F. Booth of Columbus,
Ohio, for the purpose of testing the utility of a new
carriage spring, called the evil spring, for which he
lias a patent. It is very simple in its construction,
and as simply attached to the body and axles of any
carriage. It is made upon the principle of the main-

spring of a watch, and unites power, elasticity and
strength in the same manner. Its weight ii not more

than a fourt.'t part of that of the cliptic spring, arid
a workman can make Un of the coil spring? to one of
the cliptic. Here arc two important elements of
cheapness to begin with. Then the coil spring i? a

great deal less likely to break or to get cut of order,
wcjihouhi tiiiiiL, than any other that is in use. As

its operation, especially over rough roads, it is al

together hotter than the cliptic, carrying the carriage
more evenly, and without any surging or swaying up

and down and to and fro. The carriage therefore
runs ea?ir, with less war and tear to itself and all
connected with it, and with much less than the usual
chances of cijxizing. The principal carriage makers
at Columbus certify to the merits of this spring in

terms of high praise.
We regard on improvement of this description,

combining as it does, cheapness, durability, safettj and
comfort, as a pitUic: benefit in many ways. It cheap-

ens carriages, so that more can afiord to enjoy the
pleasure they arc capable of affording; more car-

riages will consequently be demanded, to the profit of
those wh-- i make them; and the greater the number
that arc used, the greater will be the improvement
made in roads. There will be a great many inciden-

tal benefits, besides these, to harness-maker- s, blac-
ksmith, tavern-keepe- rs and others.

Mr. Room (who may be found at Browning's) is
desirous of selling the patent right, for the use of the
coil spring, for this State. Wc should think it could

Washington Union ar.d the N. 0. Bulletin, (whig,)
has been on our table some days.

We now copy
it so that it can be rend in connection with another
loiter on the same subject, from the same distinguish-
ed personage :

The fulloyvinrj letter bears .iarks cf the "modesty"
which the "New Orleans Bulletin" attributes to Gen.

The second letter was drawn out by the editor of
the Cincinnati "Signal," under circumstances thus
explained by the Cincinnati Gazette:

From the Cincinnati Gazette, June 23.
"On the 1 15t 1 of April last, an editorial article of

some length appeared in the Daily Signal of this city,
concerning General Zachary Taylor and the ne.t Pre-

sidency. It was written with much opparcnt delibe
ration, p.nd presented a clear, studied, and in the main
correct view of the then condition of parties in th
United States. The editor, though hitherto a eornc- -
what rxaIou3 member of the now dominant party,
showed himself to be one ot the many who arc
least dissatisfied with present organizations, if not
disbelievers in their power to work any good for the
country, arid not averse to such a change a? would dis- -
runt them and introduce something new : and, al- -
though ho thought General Taylor's fame would be
thc most certainly perpetuated by his disregarding
"every acclamation which connected his name with
the Presidency," still he expressed himself as being
able readily to "imagine a contingency, in which it
would become his (Gen. Taylor's) duty to assent to
the demands of the country, and assume the respon-
sibility of political life." This he must do, however,
only on "the requisition cf the country," not on that
of a party, or "of this or that set of office seekers."

"The editor of tlie Signal plainly looked to a peri-
od of tired partisanship, if not "an era of good feel-
ing," in which old combatants, if not from motives of
patriotism, at least to obtain a breathing spctl, would
be willing to repose upon their arms, while a third
power, growing out of both and yd a'licd to neither,
should seize and temporarily enjoy the prize for which
they were severally contending.

" Eeing desirous that some of the suggestions made
by him should meet the eye of General Taylor, the
editor inclosed the article to the General's address,
accompanying it with a few words of reference to
his own position as a journalist. In reply, he received
rom General lay lor the letter piven below, which,

under all the circumstances, he felt warranted in pub-
lishing. We copy it from the Signal of Saturday."

The letter is as follows. It will be seen that the
Gei eral occupies a position similar to that taken by
Mr. Calhoun, in the Senate, last winter. They both
repudiate party. Cut whether either could adminis
ter the general government successfully without the
aid of a party, is a matter of some doubt. Mr. Tyler
could not do it, perhaps because ho was not honest
nor capable." Gen. Taylor or Mr. Calhoun might be
mere successful. ;

"Give us peace, then, with Mexico, without any of
At territory, or the infringement of her national
right3. This is the kind of peace we want, as it is
the only kind of peace that can be of Ions duration,
or that can reflect honor cpou both nations. Indiana
Journal.

This is the ground which is generally being as
eumed by the Mexican Whigs, and absurd enough it
is. We should like to know if Mr. McCarty, the
Whig candidate for Congress from this district, is
got erned by similar-- f ctions. If he is, we imagine
'.hat fo far from getting democratic votes, he will not
receive the support cf one half of the Whigs; fur
all intelligent men cf that party, as well as our own,

"The ol quarrel concerning the robberies the has
committed upon our merchants, and tho indemnity
due lo them in consequence, should be adjusted. Wc
should leave no cause which may keep alive enmity
and jealousy between the two nations, nothing which
may poibly breed new contentions, but endeavor so
to arrai.ge all questions of difierer.ee, as to make the
mutual good understanding as perfect end lasting as
posihl:.

"This will not bo done if our government patches
up a peace without making provision for the payment
of what ia due to our citizens from Mexico. Mexico
has no other way of making compensation but by a
cession of territory. We might take her promise,
but a treaty including euch a promise would be a
fraud on its very face, for it is a promise which would
be certain not to be fulfilled, and would draw after it
perpetual wrangling and discontent between the two
nations.

"The danger of a quarrel between the north and
south, on the slavery question, has been urged by
some ns an argument against the addition of any new
territory to our Union. Wc arc in the midst of that
quarrel already, in rogärd to tlie organization of the
territory of Oregon. A few thousand square miles,
more or less in California or 2icv Mexico, will not
change the principle of this controversy, or make any
difference in its adjustment. It may be settled," and
doubtless will be, at one and the same time, for both
Oregon and the territory obtained from Mexico."

'The leaders of the loeofjeo party (for it is not the
"bone and sinew" of that party which act such a dis- -

lonorable parr,) uphold the causes of tlie war, and
while they defend them at every hazard, they have
done all in their power to bring the commanding
Generals into disrepute and disgrace, though they have
never lost a battle, but shed the greatest glory upon
the American arms. Indiana Journal.

07" The latter part of the above isrthc very reverse
of the truth, and tho Journal knows it. The Democ-

Courier, a federal
journal which, no doubt, was as assiduous as any
other in predicting the most dire disasters to the
farming interest Irom the new revenue policy now
states the cheering fact, that " a gentleman living
near Annvillc this week sold two thousand buphcls
of wheat, the part produce of his own farm in North
Lebanon, lor four thousand dollars." This is at
the rate of two dollars per bushel, which is now the
current market price of wheat in nearly all the rich
agricultural regions of Pennsylvania. v e have be
fore us a copy of the same journal of June 3, 1846

precisely a year old in which wheat is quoted
under tho market record at only ninclu-fu- e cents per
bushel less than one-ha- lf the present price !

It will be contended, however, by the federal press,
which is never in want of an excuse for the failure
of its predictions, that the high prices of produce in
this country have no manner of connexion with either
the new or the old tariff but are the result solely of
the famine in Ireland, Scotland, and parts of Germa-
ny. That our land, so favored of Providence, has to
a great extent profited by the rrisfortuncs of others,
is undoubtedly true. " It is an ill wind that blows
nobody good." Lawyers live by our quarrels, doctors
by our diseases, and even a nation may reap advan-
tages from tho wars, the pestilences, and the famines,
which Bometimeä overwhelm other nations. We
would not, therefore, venture to deny that the scarcity
and dcarness of breadatußs on the other side of the
Atlantic have exercised an extraordinary influence in
determining their value here.

Rut what have these profound teachers of political
economy to 6ay to the fact that ikon and coal those
other great elements of the business and trade of
Pennsvlvaiwa maintain as high a price under the
tariff of 154G as they did under the vaunted tariff of
1312 i Ihese great interests, like the farming inte-
rest, were to be equally doomed by the new law, and
not a month was to elapse before every furnace and
forge in the country was to " blow out," and their
proprietors be compelled to embark in other and more
profitable pursuits. Instead of this prophecy being
fulfilledrthc Pennsylvania journals record tho erec-

tion of new iron establishments in every county
where there is the slightest sprinkling of iron ore.

OntheSth nf J,,ne, lSlO.'tU ScCrct-i- y of War
cnlled upon Gen. Taylor for his views in gelation to
the further prosecution of the war. Tbc rjucption is
put to him, "Shall the campaign be conducted with
tho Tiew of striking at the city vf Mexico, br confin-
ed, so fn r as regirds the force under ''yonr command,
to the Northern prorinccs of Mexico 1" This dis-
patch Gen. Taylor answered fre,m .Iatamoms, on
the 2d of July, apil aficr assiguir.g- - numerous rea-
sons in supjort of the conclusion, to w hich ho has ar-

rived, says :

"It is therefore my opinion thit oor operation from
this northern frontier should not look l the city of Mex-
ico, but should be conGncd to cutting off tho norlluni
provinces." -

Under date of July 0;h, the Secretary ' of War
writes, as follows : "

. ''.No reply hü yet been received to the inqnincs con-
tained in inj letter addressed to you on the tih if Jone
last. Prorn your superior opportunities cf acquiring cor-
rect information of ihe country to be invaded, and the
facilities or dilhculties of conducting a succciiful cam-
paign through it, much reliance will be placed on your
opinions. If, from all the information which vno mat
communicate to the department, as well as that derived
Irom otlicr sources, it should appear that Ihn difurtiliiea
and obstacles lo the conducting of a campaign finm tho
Rio Grande, the present bane of your operations, for any
considerable distance into tho interior of Mexico, will be
very great, the department will consider whether the
main invasion should not ultimately take place from some
other point on the const say Tampico, or some other
point in the vicinity of Vera Cruz. This suggestion i.
made with a view to call yonr attention to it, and to ob
tain from you surh information as you may be able to
impnrt. Should it be. determined that the main army
should invade Mexico at mm other point than the llio
Uratiuc say the vicinity of Vera Lruz a large and suf
ficient number ol transport vessels could be placed at the
mouth of the Kro Grande bj the time the healthy sea
son sets in sav early in November. The main army.
with all its munitions, could be transported, leavm
sufliciunt force blnnd to hold and occupy the Rio
(irando, and all the towns and provinces which you may
have conquered before that timo. In the meantime the
department confidently relics on you to press forward
your operations vigoiout-l-j to the extent of your mean,
so as to occupy the important points within your reach
on tho Itio Grande, and in the interior. It is presumed
that Monterey, Chihuahua, and other places ia your di-

rection, will be taken snd held."
To this Gen. Taylor responds on the 1st of Au

gust ; and after referring to his dispatches of the 2d
July, as presenting his views touching operations up-

on the Rio Grande, he says :

"Whether a large force can be subsisted beyond Mon
terey must be determined by actual experiment, ar.d will
depend much upon the disposition of the inhabitants to.
wards us. If a column (say lU,uKJ men,) can be sua- -

taincd in provisions al Saltillo, it may advance thence
upon San Lais Potosi, and I donbt not would speedily
bring proposals for peace. . If, on the. other hand, a col-

umn cannot bo retained beyond Munterer fit will be foi
the government to determine, from considerations of slate,
whether a simple occupation of the frontier departments,
(including Lhihuahua and INew Mexico,) or, tn addition
to such occupation, an expedition gainüt ihe capital, (by
way of Vera Iruz,) be most expedient. I cannot give a
positive opinion as to the practicability of an expedition
gaint Vera Cruz, or the amount ot force that would pro

bably be required lor it. Ihe Ucpartm-en- l ot War must
be much better informed than I am on that point-- Prom
the impracticable character of the routes from Tampico,
particularly that leading to Mexico, 1 should judge an ex
pedition against the capital from uiat point to be out of
toe question.

He also epcake of the great difficulty of cmbarkjnj
the troops at Rrazos Santiago, and expresses strong
doubts as to the safety of taking the volunteers upon
this service. ...

We thus liberally extract from thee documents of
an early date, in order to show that lien. Taylor was
not only advised of the views of the government, hut
that his counsels were sought as to the line of pslicy
best adapted to a vigorous and successful prosecution
of the war. After the receipt of his dispatch of 1st
August, and following the line of policy it indicated,
it was resolved to change the base of military opera-
tions to the Gulf, and the Secretary eo informed" Ucn.
Taylor, under date of September 2d, in a dispatch
which was intercepted by the enemy, and a duplicate
afterwards supplied. In that letter Air. iUarcy ob
serves that "it is not intended to weaken tho force of

jour advancing column, by any movements on the
coast."

Under date of the 22d of September, the Secretary
further informs Gen. Taylor "that it is proposed to
take possession of the department of Tamaulipcs, or
some of the principal places in it, at the earliest pos
sible period. lie again repeats "it is not proposed
to withdraw any of that force now urith ynu, in your
advance to the interior, nor any of the rein-
forcements that you may need o carry on your oper-
ations in that quarter. If a column Ehould advance
beyond that river (the lower Rio Grande) into the in-

terior of Tamaulipas, a part of the troops now on
that line might, it iR presumed, be safely withdrawn
to augment the invading column. It is not, however,
intended lo weaken the force on that line any farther'
than it can, in your opinion, be softly done."
. It will be observed that throughout all this corres-
pondence, tho Department contemplates a continuance
of Gen. Taylor upon the line of operations based up-

on Ihe Rio Grande ; and that those to be commenced
upon the Gulf were to be placed under the charge of
other officers. In this last dispatch the movement
upon Tamaulipas is committed to Major General Pat-
terson, and a copy of tho dispatch is forwarded di-

rectly to hirn, with instructions lo proceed at once in
his arrangements, in order to save time.

The response of Gen. Taylor, tinder date of Octo-

ber 15th, contains the first open manifestation of dis-

satisfaction, on his part, with the plans of tho War
Department. He rests this upon the designation of
Gen. Patterson, for tho movement upon Tamaulipas,
and the correspondence of. tho Secretary direct with
that officer, which ho claims is a breach of military
ctiqueU, and a mark of disrespect to himself. It is
in this dispatch, and probably beennsn of the change
of tho base of operations, from the Rio Grande to the
Gulf, and the assignment of others to eci'ive com-

mands, that Gen. Taylor recommends the adoption of
a defensive line, say the Rio Grande or tho Sierra
Madre, including Chihuahua and Santa Fe, and
military occupation of tho conquered territory ; be-

ing the came lino of policy with regard to the war
that waa afterwards brought forward, and insisted up-

on by Sir. Calhoun in tho Senate. In the event that
this line of policy is not adopted, and the government
instead should determine- - to "strike & decisive blow
at Mexico," Gen. Taylor Is of tho opinion that the
army should be landed at Vera Cruz, and that 20,000
men are necessary for that service, of whom 10,000
should be regular troops. .

Tho subsequent capture of Tampico, by tho squad-

ron under Commodore Conner, induced the abandon-

ment of the movement upon that quarter ; and the
department resolved upon attempting the descent upon
the coast, and as Gen. Taylor had recommended,
making Vera Cruz tho point. ' It is in carrying oul
this policy that the President is charged with inten-

tionally weakening Gen. Toy lor, in order to sacrifice
hid army; and we now come to the inquiry, upon
the documentary evidence, nnd qt the statements of
an anonymous letter writer, whether there is or is
not, the slightest foundation for such an abortion 1
